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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the first and second 
banks interleaved in each row in an alternating fashion as recited in claims 1-12 and 
14-60 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-12 and 14-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in 
the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use 
the invention. 

Claims 1-12 and 14-60 are not understood because the feature of "the first and 
second banks interleaved in each row in an alternating fashion" is not shown in the 
drawings of the present invention. As shown in Fig. 3 of the present invention, each 
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bank 0 is interconnected with each bank 1 along each row direction (horizontal axis) via 
each shared sense amplifier. 

Therefore, it is not understood that what the alternating fashion really is. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-12 and 14-60 are, insofar as understood, rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Applicant's Fig. 1 Prior Art. 

Applicant's Fig. 1 Prior Art discloses a memory device comprising: 
a plurality of memory banks BANK 0 to BANK n-1 each including a plurality 
of memory cores; 

a plurality of shared sense amplifiers SENSE AMPS; 

wherein: the memory cores from two of different adjacent ones of memory banks are 
interconnected with each other along the row direction (horizontal axis) via a shared 
sense amplifier; 
column decoders 110; 

column decoder conductors 160 traverse the memory cores in the horizontal strip; 
as shown in Fig. 2, sense nodes 232 and 234; 

obviously, the memory device in Applicant's Fig. 1 Prior Art can be utilized in a 
computer system which includes a processor as well known in the art.

Applicant's arguments filed 3/15/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive because the newly added feature of "the first and second banks interleaved 
in each row in an alternating fashion" as recited in claims 1-12 and 14-60 is not shown 
in the drawings of the present invention. As shown in Fig. 3 of the present invention, 
each bank 0 is interconnected with each bank 1 along each row direction (horizontal 
axis) via each shared sense amplifier. 
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Therefore, it is not understood that what the alternating fashion really is. The 
rejection of claims 1-12 and 14-60 under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Applicant's Fig. 1 Prior Art is, insofar as understood, still proper and is made FINAL.
